These checks, one for $27,000, tbe 
other for |20,000, are dated Nov. 28, 
18i>9, tbe day on which the lighting 
bill wai passed for which Delegate 
Charles F. Kelly is said to have dis- 
tributed $47,500 to the house combine 
at Delegate Julius Lchmanii's birth- 
day party. Broker Campbell's em- 
ploye will be asked to explain the Is- 
sue for which the two checks were 
drawn. 

John K. M;iri(!l stated on bis return 
from Mexico that at the birthday par- 
ty $47,500 had been distributed by 
Charles F. Kelly to the house com> 
bine, numbering 19 members, each 
receiving ti;..',o(i. On this information 
Kelly and several other colleagues of 
Murrell were indicted. All are no«r 
charged with bribery, both In this 
case and in the suburban bill safe de- 
posit case. Tiir checks were traced 
by Folk alter a thorough canvass of 
Bt Louis banks. This ca^nvasa was 
recently made by a committee of the 
grand jury to save the banks the in- 
convenience of taking all their books 
before the grand Jury. The checks 
were found to have been duly drawn, 
paid and returned to Campbell. The 
lighting bill was passed in the city 
council Oct. 27. 1899. and in the house 
of delegates on Nov. 28 following. 
Shortly after the pasage of the ii.ii 
by the house came the "Lehmauu 
birthday party." 

The grand jury report will be sent 
to the court next Monday and several 
boodle Indictments are expected as a 
result of the findings. The grand Jury 
convened Sept. 8 to hear the disclos- 
ure of I)eUj;ai(' J. K. Miirroll that 
revealed the workings of the bouse ot 
delegates' combine. The investiga-

It is rumored that Plnkerton 
detectives had arrived to Investigate 
the promisenaous shooting, and they 
may cause the arrest of Inmates of 
houses ntar the works and cause 
them to explain why pistol shots is- 
sued from their homes. There are 
now about 1,260 men and boys at work 
at the plant The men remaining out 
number about 800. Boldlers are 
guarding t he works and all Is quiet. 

Non-Union Men Quit Work.

There have been no repitition of dis 
turbances. In and about Olyphant. 
wheve the Thivtt.nth regiment Is en- 
camped, th.- iiui/iilence of the strik- 
ers seems to have exhausted itself in 
the rioting when Jamed Winston was 
killed. Two or three more arrests 
have been made In the Winston ease. 
As an effect of rioting 2,=i of the non- 
union men employed at the Delaware 
and Hudson's company's Grassy Isl- 
and, Eddy Creek and Olyphant No. 2 
collieries quit work. Twenty-one men 
employed by the Ontario and Western 
company al.so quit. They told their 
foremen thai they were afraid lo con- 
tinue working.

Washington, Sept. 2G.— The secre- 
tary of the treasury has made public 
announcement that he will buy five 
per cent bonds of 1904 at 105 flat. 
Thcr. ar. $19,400,000 of these bonds 
outstanding. 

Owners of registered monds deslr 
ing prepayment must present their 
bonds to the treasurer or some assist- 
ant treasurers of the I'nitf d States, 
who will stamp ui«in the face of the 
bonds the fact of such prepayment, 
and return them to the owners with 
tbe interest for periods above men- 
tioned, less the rebate. National 
banks owning bonds deposited with 
the treasurer of the United States to 
secure circulation or deposit may ob- 
tain prepayment upon application to 
the treasurer of the United States. 
The bonds so held on Interest is pre- 
paid will l)e stami]'<l as abovo indicat- 
ed. Coupons maturing upon the dates 
included in this circular nay be pre- 
sented for prepayment at the office of 
the treasurer of the United States or 
any assistant litasiirer. In calculating 
the amount of rebate to be allowed 
any fractional part of a month will be 
reckoned as a full month and tbe re 
bate for such fractional part of month 
calculated as a full month will be re- 
tained by the United Slates. Prepay- 
m' nt under this circular will begin 
Wednesday, Oct. 1, 1902, and continue 
until oNv. 80, 1902. bM prepayment ot 
interest on registered bonds from the 
loans of 1904.

Storms on Cape Nome Coast. 
Seattle. Wash.. Sept. 26.— Nome has 
been storm swept again with the loss 
of two Uvea and heavy damage to 
shipping. The dead are: Captain 
Basil Danleloff, and Captain John 
Slater. ma.«ter and mate of the schoon 
er Good Hope. The vessel was lost. 
Both bodies were recovered. The 
storm came on Sept 1'^ the anniver- 
sary of the gale which swept Nome 
harbor in 1900, doing great damage to 
shipping.

He charge.'? the Briiisli with d-'-^pot 
isni and vandalism and appeals lo 
American citizens to ass.st in pre- 
serving their shrines and their relig- 
ion which ha says they love more 
than gold. 

The same offldal has Issued a let- 
ter to Joseph t'hanibt rlain. secretary 
of state for the colonies, asking the 
support of England In righting affairs.

Refused the Coath. 

Manilla. Sept. 26. — The transport 
Sheridan has arrived here. She call- 
ed at tbe Island of (luam and brought 
here 35 political prisoners who took 
the oath of allegiance to tbe United 
States. Mablni, tbe former president 
of the Filipino supreme court, and 
Fillplnl minister of foreign affairs, re- 
fused to take the oath and were kept 
prisoiiars at Guam.

The Porter caae in Bowling Green ia 
one that mnat arouse the people of Ken- 
tucky to the high-handed methods of the 
Health Board. Mr. Luther R. Porter 
and hia wife were forcibly aeised in their 
own home, without any warrant, while 
an injunction against their removal waa 
itill in force, and dragged to a trat called 
a "pest house" and left there to be 
drenched in the rain of night before last. 
The whole proceeding waa lawlees, and 
should be dealt with as such. Even if 
the injuiu-tiou had been set aside in 
proper form at Bowling Green, neither 
Dr. .McCurmack nor any other doctor has 
any right to commit such an outrage as 
this removal of a sick child, at tlii^s sea- 
aon of the year, to an expoted tent to be 
left there in a rain atorm. 

One of the most esteemed physicians in 
Kentucky said to The Commercial that 
the removal of the Porter child ezpoaed 
the (ominunity to infection more than 
would its contiued isolation in ita father'a 
comfortable home. And ht added that he

hetieen In Mr. Porter'i i>hii>. If Mr. Porter 
had brought a gun into play he would 
have been saved this outrage, and pos- 
sibly would bave eaved his daughter's 
life. For McCormack would then have 
very promptly fallen back on the pro- 
cesses of the law, where Mr. Porter's at- 
torneya could have protected him. 

The action of the health offlcera waa on 
a par w ith the threateued ipiaraiitint' of 
Kentucky against Indiana. It was not 
the intelligent exerciaa of reaaonable 
prudence to prevent danger to the public 
health, but a mere pig-beaded persii^tenct* 
in forcing an arbitrary ruling that it had 
mad'', and would not rescind. The action 
of the health oiticers was insolent and 
bmtally oppreaaive, and if it ia in accord- 
ance with any statute, that statute is 
oppoaed to the principles of the Consti- 
tution. 

The people of Kentucky can not afiord 
to pass over thia aecond exhibition of 
reckless tyranny that the Health Hoard 
baa given witliin lO short a time. The 
civil and peraonal righta of the citiaens 
of Kentucky are completely ikiiiored liy 
tbeae doctors, and the people are tired of 
tham and their metboda. The next 
Legislature «hould fix limitations to their 
antics, and in the meantime. Mr. Porter 
and hia frienda ahould take their own 
protaction into thair own handa. 



garmenta of law ia for the good of all 
concerned ia the plan of tha Middle Agee : 
"Curse your soula and bodiaa and come 
up and be bleaaed." 

Mr. Porter it one of the beat-known 
men in the i^tate. Xo lawyers have a 
higher position than Judge Sims and his 
partner, Mr. Orider. 

These proceedings were largely lawleaa, 
though the law ia bad enough. 

Let na nnderatand what the law per- 
mits and wh-at the health officers do out- 
side the law. Then we ghall know what 
laws to repeal and what otticers to pun- 
ish. The assumption that health officera 
are a law unto themselves mnat not be 
accepted for a moment. Health is a 
good thing, public health ia a matter of 
great importance, bat theee thinga can 
surely be secured without destroying for 
onr wivea and children the protection 
tha Amarieaa home waa aatabliahed to 
secure. 

If each arbitrary power haa by acci- 
dent or intention been conferred on any 
police or health officer, it cannot be too 
aoon withdrawn. 

The public must be protected from ep- 
idemic, but the public health haa been 
well protected in the paet without de- 
stroying the home. 

Our homes are created for the protec- 
tion of the health, especially for the pro- 
tection of children when they are weak 
and helpless. If now the State c>n in- 
vade tliese homes and take the children 
away from their parents, because the 
children are anflTering with amall-pcx, 
or diphtheria, or scarlet fever, or tuber- 
i culoeia, then the whole atructure of mod* 
I em aociety recta on a dalnaion, and the 
boa<)ted liberty of the individual hae van- 
ished. 

TheOxford News editor very truthfiil'.y 
saya : "A great many people tiud the 
local paper a good thing when it favors 
them personally, but when it comes 
down to returning the favor when it is 
within their power, many of them are 
miaaing.
